For: the French King ' being now to 
begin a troubleſome War with his 
Neighbours, was reſolved to drain, 
as much as poſlible, the Coflers. of 
his rich Subjects, even to the Mateiof 
the pooreſt Widdow. \. v1 02 
Ot thoſe rhat thus ſuffered under 
theſe intolerable Taxes, the - Ange» 
wots to be ſure were the chief, and 
fince Arcanins was ohe of the moſt 
wealthy, the Gailick Tyrant hdd the 
firifteſt Eye over him, and glad that 
ſuch an opporruniry terv'd ſo timely 
to ſatisfie is Revenge and Avarice, 
one:'Day ſommon'd him'to his Court 
at Yarss, -and, in a'private Diſcourle, 
rold him, That it was expected by the 
B z greateſt 
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greateſt in his Kingdom, that le would 
wo longer perfiſt in a Religon, which was, 
he ſaid, ſo abſolutely condemn'd and con- 


fated; that if his continued. obſtinacy * 


awaken d the anger of his Sovereign, be 
muſt thank bimſelf if he afterwards 
found the ſevereit effells of it.

fon." Bur his Converſion not Leing 
the Mark” that Lewis aimd ar, he 
could receive no. other anſwer at a 
requeſt ſo reaſonable, than 7hat it 
had already been ſo often put 10. the 
Tryal, that the World was now fully 
perſuaded, that the Hugonots were an 
Hevetical People, and rhat they ought 


io 
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to be proceeded againſs as ſo; adding, 
That he immediately expefted his come 
pliance, without which, he told him, 
he would no longer acknowledge him un« 
der his Protettion, and conſequently one 
who had forfeited his Faith and Truft 
to his Lord and Maſter ; And fo, after 
a little more Diſcourſe, the crafty 
King diſmiſſed our Count, whoſe 
judgment was too mature not to 
diſcern the Treachery, and himſelf 
too diſcreet not to avoid the Rock 
he ſaw he was ready to ſplit upon. 
Wherefore he preſently and ſecret- 


© ly takes Poſt for Orleaxce, where he 


communicates to Leandro the purport 
of Lewis's ſending for him, telling 
him that the danger required haſle, 
that he was reſolved to fliye into Eng- 
land, and that he would, the next. 
day, ſend his Servants. to the. Key, 
with the chieſeſt of what Wealth he 
could pack up in ſuch a hurry. 

Aſter ſome Sighs and cruel Re- 
flexions betwixt the. Count and his 
B 3 von, 
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-60n, they told their purpoſe to the 
Servants, who with an incredible 
expedition pack d up his Money, and 
other neceſlaries of greateſt value; 
and then Arcanius chuſing out. four 
of his Domeſticks, whoſe fidelity he 
had had formerly ſufficient proofs of, 
they ſet out, late in theevening, with 
four Horſes, laden with the riches of 
Arcanius, the Servants in the Habit 
of Carriers driving them, who having 
orders and direQions from their 
Maſter (who thought it not ſafe to 


travel with them) where tq go, ant . 


how to find them out, they parted 
ſeveral ways; the diſguiſed Drovers 
towards the Sea fide, there to embark 
for Dover; and Arcanius and the 
young Count the moſt ſecret ways 
co Caltice, hoping by ſo croſſing the 
Country to eſcape the purſuit they 
knew would be made for them. 
Arcanias had before exaQed an 
Oath from the Servants he had leſt 
behind, not to divulge their abſence; 
but

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but had ordered them to tell all Vi- 
ſitants,: He was retired to Paris, to 
ſettle ſome private Matters which 
nearly concern'd them : and which 
the poor Servants with a thouſand 
tears promiſed, praying for a pro- 
ſperous journey to attend that good 
Man, ſhewing ſuch deje@ednels at 
this neceſſary ſeparation, , thar- it 
feem'd to portend ſome miſchief 
which” was ſpecdily to. follow. 
Lewis ſoon miſſes Arcanies, curſing 
the hour he let him go from his 
Preſence, and that he did not ſecure 
him under confinement, though he 
was reſolved to be fevenged of him, 
by ſeizing and confiicating all his

* Bur when the Tyrant underſtood 
of his fight with all _the rage and 
fliry his Paſſion was capable of thun- 


dring, he commanded a Troop of his 
Corps«du-Guard immediately ro haſt 
ro Orteance, and to bring him either 
aljve or dead; but Arcanius having

taken Poſt, had arrivd at Orleance 
long before the Guard, whoſe Horſes 
were incapacitated and unuſed to 
Travel with fuch ſwiſtnefs; fo th: t 
our Count and the young Leandro 
had travelled three or four days, be- 
fore the certainty of his departure 
was known3 who after much incon- 
venient journeying, not daring to 
take a Guide, they unfortunately loſt 
their gyay at laſt in a vaſt Forreſt, 
where the only Companions they 
had were Trees, Birds, and ravening 
Wolves, from whom they kept rhem- 
ſelves fate, by flaſhing a little Powder 
in the Pan of their Piſtols, it bei 
the nature of thoſe Beaſts to drea 
the Flame, with ſo much fear, that 
that they always flye ſrom it as ſrom 
an eminent danger. 

Here Arcanivs looking one time 
dation upon that dear Son, 
and with a Face bathed in tears, My 
Leandro, faid he, with a mournful 
accent, we muſt no longer think of that

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happin:ſi we enjoyed at Orleance, wor 
reflet upon the Splendor in which we 
once lived. Heaven it ſelf has decreed 
cur miſery, and 'tis vaſt impiety to re« 
pine at it. I am mo longer that Arca- 
nius, whoſe Greatneſs commanded all 
the reſpett and awe, that Grandeur was 
- 4 of receiving ; but that Arcanius 
who is become one of the moſt miſerab/: 
of Mortals. However, my dear 1.01 0+ 
dro, continued he, though I am f', 
from my once moſt bappy {fate, yet am 
1 Maſter of the ſame Soul, which ſhall, 
as far as Humane frailty may be ex- 
«7 carry me 1 2 ?ermper fo even, OM 
ſhall teftiffe to the World the bravery of 
my Principles; and did not my Pro- 
phetick Soul whiſper to me of ſame ap» 
proaching miſchief, in which you are 
fill equally to be involy'd, I have the 
vanity to perſwade my ſelf that wy con- 
fancy could ernquer the miſery I ſo in- 
ftimily foreſee. He had ſcarce uttered 
theſe and ſuch, like Speeches, the 
allant Leandro attentively liſtning, 
x when 
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when feven or eight Horſemen 
ruſhed from among the Buſhes, and 
with their Piſtols-prefented ro their 
Faces, Bid themiftand \and deliver the 
riches they were Maſters of. 

Arcanius was too ancient to pre- 
tend to a reſiſtance, and too coura- 
gious to yield himſelf ſo ramely 3 but 
che brave Leandro, whoſe fiery Spirit 
could not hear ſuch infolence with- 
out a-Noble Anger, which ſhewed it 
ſelf in bis coontenance, replyed with

The fall of this Man ſo diſcouraged 
Leandro's Man, that turning his 
Horſes head, he fled up the Forreſt 
with a ſwittneſs comparable to no» 
thing but Lightning, having behind 
him in his Port-mantle the rich 
cloaths of his Maſter Leandro, leaving 
the unfortunate Count and his Great 
Son tothe inhumanity'of the Thieves, 
who aſter a ſhort Difpure, overpq- 
wering them, conſtrain'd em to yield, 
and the Rogues immedntely ftripp'd 
them to their- very ſhirts, leaving 
ther only w'ragged Coar, which they

large | proffers were made for any that 
could. bring Arcanius or his Son alive 
vr dead; adding, that he foreſaw little 
probability for his eſcape, by reaſon that 
the Ports, by Lewis's order, wert 

ſerittly- qnarded. 
Leavdro could not refledt upon ſueh 
a. heap of misfortunes, without the 
cruelleſt 
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cruelleſt grieſ in the World ; however 
being of too brisk a Spirit to ſtoop 
to a forrow, unbecoming the great- 
neſs of his courage, he at laſt endea- 
voured to evince the memory of his 
Miſeries, by an aſſarance that Hea-- 
ven would not utterly refuſe him 
their protection from all thoſe diffi- 
culties he muſt overcome, ſince 'twas 
for the ſake of a Religion, he was ab- 
ſolutely ſatisfied was the trueſt inthe 
World, that he was thus brought to 
this atyſs of miſery. He left at length 
that deſolate place, which was aQual- 
ly the Author of his greateſt misſor- 
tunes, with a very gloomy and de- 
xRed countenance, giving a filent 
adien to the Body of his dear Father, 
and, in company with the good 
French-Man, traversd that Forreſt, 
with prodigious pains and difficulty, 
and not without danger" of-being de- 
yourd by. Wolves, with which that 


place did exceedingly abound. 
They 
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They travell'd ſtill through all 
the unfrequented ways that. preſented 
themſelves to our two Wanderers, be- 
ing glad to feed upon wild Berries,and 
ſuch raw Fruit as grew upon Hedges, 
by the way ; both being ſo poor and 
homely in Apparel, that they were 
become the very Objects of Beggery 
it (elf, till at laſt through dilken, 
and various Fortunes they arriv'd 
ſafely at Callis, where our good Tra- 
veller, not being able to lurvive the. 
fatigue he hag ſuffered in his Travels, 
dyed, leaving Leandro very much 
troubled at the laſs of ſo honeſt a 
Companion. 

Now did the. poor Sor of Arcanias - 
ſee himſclf reduced to the utmoſt ex- 
tremity, even to a likelihood of pe--- 
riſhing for want of ſuſtenance, ſince 
his great Soul could not fo. ſoon 
buckle to his - misfortunes, as-to ask 
Bread, of, any; . nay, ſuppoſe he 
wanted not what was convenient to

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think himſelf free from the perſe- 
cution of Fortune; for all the Ports 
and Havens about Callis were ſo: 
ſtritly guarded and watchd, that 
without that help which he could not 
foreſee or flatter himſelf of, he faw 
not the leaſt probability of getting 
off ro Sea. 

Whilſt he was thus oppreſſed with- 
care and grief, and want of Money 
and Food neceſſitating him to ask it 
privately of ſome he met; it was his 
fortune to be walking with ſorrowtul 
ſteps. -at the outſide of the City, 
where, in a pretty retir'd Grove, he- 
behcld an Engliſh Merchant, whom 
he had ſeen often walking in the 
Streets of Callis, and knowing, he 
had the Character of a very worthy 
Gentleman, our young Count rc- 
co'leRing his Spirits, and ſeeing ſew 
or none by to take notice of the 
aQion, accoſted the Merchant with 
a_mein ſo graceful, that it might 
appear, even through hoſe fordid.. 
habt- 
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habiliments, that the Party which 
wore them was abſolutely un- 
worthy of ſuch poor Apparel. /f 
neceſity, ſaid he to him, could ever 
urge your Charity, I may reaſonably 
expect the effetts of it, fſmce my Miſery 
has reduc'd me to ſuch low extreams, 
that I can hardly promiſe to my ſelf 
wherewithal to keep Life in this #n- 
fortunate Body the ſpace of one Day 
longer. ' The Merchant hearing poor 
Leandro beg an Alms, in a flile which 
he:could: not judge ſuch an appear» 
rance.could be Maſter of, ſupposd it 
was. #s bortow!d: ſentence, v_ 

ars very: frequently make uſe of; 
_—_—_ Es of the BenefaQor 
into a belief of the once greatneſs of 
their Education ; and therefore our 
Engliſh-Man, to try him farther, an-

to go away, when the Fng/iſb-Man, 

ſcanning the ingenuity of his deport= 
ment, ſtayd him, and beholding him 
with a countenance more ferene and 
pleaſing, told Leandro, He was Fa 
yell pleas d with his appeararce and be- 
haviour, that he had veryadvantageous 
ſent iments of him; and, to let him ſte 
it, preſented him with an Eng 
Crown, which the young Leandro 
accepted with ſuch a generovs humi- 
lity, as neither detracted - from his 
illuſtrious Soul, 'nor carried the leaſt 
ſhew of an abjet ſubmiſſion ; but re-
